The City of Buenos Aires has embarked on a 
major project to improve and expand their city ser¬ 
vices such as the water and sewer system, telephone 
service, highways, etc. Due to adverse economic 
conditions there for tlw last 30 years, services have 
declined to the point of being almost useless. The 
government has sought a solution to this serious 
problem by privatizing those services. 

Since last May, Sierra Madre resident engineer 
Alfredo Guilldn has been very much “Down Argen¬ 
tine Way.” He has been woiking in Buenos Aires for 
Montgomery Watson, a Pasadena-based company, 
on the water and sewer aspect of the project. Mont- 
gooMiy Watson has a contract with AguaArgentinas, 
a local corporation and operator of these services. 
They have taken a 30!-year concession with a guar¬ 
antee to make the improvements and expansions. 
Montgomery Watson, as the American company, is 
also working in partnership with SAFEGE, a French 
engineering company. SAFEGE is itself a company 
ili^d mainly by French and Argentine capital. 

Guilldn, as director of construction, is responsible 
for a staff of Argentine engineers and technicians. 
His object is to train, motivate and direct. Hie staff 
is comprised of mostly young people and he finds 
them very responsive and intelligent.

Corner 


My cat was in a fight several weeks ago wnn 
another cat. I have been cleaning his bite wound 
daily with hydrogen peroxide but it does not seem 
to be healing. Should I take him to my 
veterinarian? 

Yes. Any bite wounds should really be checked by 
a veterinarian immediately so that he can assess 
the severity and place your cat on antibiotics. 
Some bite wounds abscess and require surgery 
while others need aggressive antibiotic therapy 
(oral and/or topical). 

Bite wounds do not usually heal well on their 
own. The type of bacteria found in the oral cavity 
and claws of cats can cause severe infections if bite 
or scratch wounds are left untreated.

The Journey of the Magi 

Did you ever wonder what became of the real 
Magi after they had offered their homage to the Di¬ 
vine Infant? T.S. Eliot composed a poem, “The Jour¬ 
ney of the Magi,” in which one of the Magi tell their 
story. The poem begins, “A cold coming we had of 
it,/ Just the worst time of year/ For a Journey, and 
such a long Journey:/ The way deep and the weather 
sharp./ The very dead of winter.” 

TTiat intnxiuction dispels many romantic notions 
we may have about how the Magi came from their 
homeland to a distant land to greet an unknown King. 
Eliot then reflects that the Magi did more than ad¬ 
mire or even honor Jesus. They somehow came to re¬ 
alize that He wanted to become the King of their 
hearts, and that such an enthronement required a 
change in their lives. Jesus’ birth meant that they

would have to die to a life which did not include Him. 
The poem continues: “...were we led all that way for/ 
Birth or Death? There was a Birth, certainly,/ We had 
evidence and no doubt. I had seen birth and death,/ 
But had thought they were different; this Birth was/ 
Hard and bitter agony for us, like Death, our death.” 
Eliot does not tell us what finally happened to the 
Magi (and neither does the Gospel story), but he 
offers us an opportunity to speculate on the outcome 
in the final words: “We returned to our places, these 
Kingdoms,/ But no longer at ease here, in the old dis¬ 
pensation,/ With an alien people clutching their 
gods./1 should be glad of another death.” 

The Magi had to face something called death in 
the moment in which they were experiencing a birth. 
In the liturgical celebration of the Feast of the 
epiphany, we do the same. The Gospel narrative of 
the manifestation of Jesus to the Magi leads us to the 
celebration of the Eucharist, the sacrament which is 
the living memorial of the sacrifice of Christ, His 
death and resurrection. The reason Jesus was bom, 
the reason He came into the world, was to be a wit¬ 
ness to the tmth that God His Father wanted us and 
everyone to be saved through His sacrifice. The hu¬ 
man birth of Jesus meant He would die. Our birth 
through baptism requires that we die with Him by our 
sharing in the Eucharist and so determine how our 
Journey as 20th century Magi will end. (Condensed 
from an article in The Tidings/.

I notice many cars with the Greek letters, ICXUS 
inside of a fish on the back tailgate. Many know what 
these letters stand for. But because some don 11 
would like to share the meaning once again. The let¬ 
ters are an acronym which stands for a confessional 
statement about Jesus. It was first used by some 
members of the early church. The word “Fish” was 
used because Jesus spoke of us as being fishers of 
men. Each Greek letter in this word fish came to 
mean something. Together they made the phrase, 
“Jesus Christ Son of God, Savior.” 

The first letter is called an “Iota.” It is the first 
letter in the Greek word “Jesus.” This word in the 
confession identities the person which the confession 
is about. The second letter is called a “Ki,” which was 
the first letter in the word Christ. This-was not part 
of Jesus’ given name—it is a title. When we say 
“Jesus Christ” we are really saying, “Jesus the 
Christ.” The word “Christ” means “the anointed 
one.” To call Jesus the Christ is to say that He was 
anointed to be the King from David’s line whose 
Kingdom will have no end. 

The third letter is called a “Theta.” It is the first 
letter in the Greek word for God— Theos. The 
Christian Church maintains, against all opposition, 
that there is a Triune God—the Father, Son, and Holy 
Spirit. John, in his Gospel, says, “In the beginning 
was the Word, and the Word was with God and the 
Word was God.” That “Word” is Jesus. The fourth 
letter is called an “Upsilon.” It is the first letter in the 
Greek word “Son.” When God calls Jesus “His be¬ 
loved Son” in our text we understand it as a statement 
of how important Jesus is to the Father. Jesus is the 
begotten of the Father. And because of the sacrifice 
of the only begotten we have become adopted sons 
and daughters of God for all eternity. 

The fifth and final letter is called a “Sigma.” It is 
the first letter in the word “Savior.” To be a Savior 
is what being the Christ, God’s Son, is all about. It 
is what makes His coming into the world so impor¬ 
tant to us. His coming was for a reason. We were lost 
in our sins and could not save ourselves. Jesus came 
in order to save us by dying on the cross and suffered 
the punishment of our sins in our place. He is our 
Savior as we now have the forgiveness of sins and 
the promise of a place in eternal life with God. 

I hope you can see in the confession of the early 
Church, as they used the word “Ichthys,” a reflection 
of your own confession as you proclsum Him as Jesus 
the Christ, Son of God and Savior. If you do not have 
a church home and would like to proclaim Jesus as 
Christ, God’s Son and Savior, we invite you to wor-

Years of Town 
Tradition

When Michael Sizer, Sierra Madre Citizen of the 
Year for 1994, handed Jan Reed ajar of silver pol¬ 
ish with the admonishment, “You’ll be needing this!” 
Jan was momentarily puzzled. Then she remembered 
The Bowl. 

Jan will receive a piece of Sierra Madre history 
at this evening’s 29th Annual Citi 2 ren of the Year 
Presentation, when The Bowl will be passed on to her 
for safekeeping during her tenure as Citizen of the 
Year, 1995. 

The Citizen of the Year Bowl is a graceful piece 
of sterling silver, approximately 18 inches in diam¬ 
eter. Until recently, it was about six inches tall—but 
it is currently experiencing a growth spurt. 

Each January, before the installation of the hon¬ 
ored citizen, the year and the honoree's name are en¬ 
graved on the Bowl. After last year’s engraving, there 
was no more room for additional names. So the 
Chamber of Commerce, which sponsors the Citizen 
of the Year event, decided to have the bowl “rebuilt.” 

According to Greg Sarkisian of Normandy 
Refinishers, which was charged with this important 
task, “We are taking the base off and adding a two- 
inch ring of sterling silver at the bottom, thus extend¬ 
ing two inches from the bowl to the base.” This work 
is being done by his son at their shop in Costa Mesa.

In addition to the main Bowl, which is handed 
down from Citizen to Citizen at the yearly ceremony, 
each Citizen of the Year is also presented with a 
smaller, silver-plated Revere bowl which he or she 
keeps.

Find Lost Pets c Robbed 


“Butch,” a 3-month old Akita and Chow puppy was returned safely home 
to his owners today thanks to a new program initiated this week by Don and 
Angela Wood, owners of Arcadia Fastprint in Arcadia. 

The free program offers people who have lost their pet the custom design 
and printing of 50 Photo-Posters to aid in the recovery of the pet. The free flyers 
include the pet’s photo which helps to immediately identify the lost animal and 
cut down on time-consuming misleads. The pet photos are computer scanned 
to produce high quality results and design is done in a professional and eye¬ 
catching manner. 

The Woods decided to offer this service after their daughter lost her 
Dalmation puppy on Christmas Eve, ’94. After over a week of searching and 
checking the local pounds, they were ready to give up the search. As a last 
attempt, they designed the Photo-Poster. The day after the posters went up in 
the neighborhood and at the pounds, the dog was recovered. 

The Woods were oveijoyed to recover their family pet and realized the grow¬ 
ing problem of lost animals in their community. Pets are lost and stolen ev¬ 
eryday, especially specialty breeds and the pounds are filled beyond capacity. 
It is especially frustrating, to inquire at an animal shelter, only to leam that they 
cannot give information over the phone. Many people will Iwld onto a found 
pet, rather than give it to a shelter that may not be able to keep it very long. 

Most pets are lost at least once in their lives, and it is important to keep 
records and photos up-to-date to expedite recovery. I.D. tags are a good idea, 
but they are not enough as collars are easy to lose. Owners need to keep cur¬ 
rent pictures of the animal, professional quality if possible, just as if for a child. 
Photos not only help others to quickly and positively identify your animal, but 
they also serve as proof of ownership when the pet is recovered. Vaccination 
records need to be kept up-to-date, especially rabies, and all documents should 
be taken with (as well as a leash) on all visits to the pound. 

Finally, owners should have personalized posters done immediately. They 
should be posted at pounds, parks and schools in the neighborhood, as well as 
any shelter in the surrounding area. Posters with a photo of the lost pet are the 
most effective and the better the quality, the more attention it will get. 

In both cases where the Woods made their flyers, the pets were recovered 
the day after the Photo-Poster was posted. “We are all just happy that we’re 
two for two so far,” Don says, and he looks forward to helping others who have 
lost their pets. 

Don and Angela welcome anyone who has lost their pet to bring a photo 
into Arcadia Fastprint, 32 E. Huntington Dr., Arcadia. They will design and 
print 50 personalized Photo-Posters at no charge, and with no obligation. 
Additional posters or colored stock can be ordered at a minimal price. If a photo 
is not available, pet owners can still get a free set of professional quality post¬ 
ers. And, even though the Woods are offering this program as a community 
service, they will keep their usual promise of quick tum-around and quality 
service.

On Friday, Jan. 6,1995, officers from the Arcadia Police Department re¬ 
sponded tQ a report of a “robbery in progress” at the Foothill Credit Union on 
Ehiarte Rd. in Arcadia, according to Sergeant Buckholtz of Arcadia Police.

The vehicle 
was impounded and is being processed for possible evidence. 

The suspects escaped with an undisclosed amount of cash. No injuries were 
observed or reported. 

This case is currently under investigation in conjunction with the FBI.

The Arcadia City Planning Commission meeting of Jan. 10 resulted in a unam- 
mous vote in favor of a conditional permit allowing McDonald s to operate an 
“Express” restaurant at 1311 -B South Baldwin Ave. 

The restaurant would exist mainly for the convenience of pedestrian shop¬ 
pers and local employees. No drive-through is planned. There were no objec¬ 
tions raised, and the motion was passed after a short discussion. 

The hours of operation are to be from 8 a.m. to 9 p.m. Monday through Sun¬ 
day. 

This will be the second “Express” McDonald’s in the State of California; the 
term Express referring to the limited hours of operation and menu. 

In a lengthy debate lasting over an hour, the Commission upheld an appeal 
by the owner of 275 Arbolada Drive against the building of an additional ga¬ 
rage at 281 Arbolada Dr. 

The appeal was aimed at an earlier decision by the Modification Committee 
allowing an existing side-yard setback of 2 feet, 6 inches in lieu of the 10 foot, 
2 inch requirement.
